Albertans can be justly proud of their 
representative in the Dominion Cabinet— 
Hon. George Prudham, M.P, for West Ed- 


monton. George—as he prefers to be called 
by his Alberta friends—has, time and again, 
put his finger on the cause and cure for high 
prices and the threat of inflation. 

The cause, he says, is a lag in production 
of defence and civilian goods. His cure— 
more work and longer hours. In a recent 

‘ CBC broadcast over CBX, Alberta, he indi- 
cated that our country is rich in wealth suffi- 
cient to make us the richest nation in the 
world. As Minister of Mines and Technical 
Surveys his knowledge and opinion in this 
field of government is extensive. Mr. Prud- 
ham knows we have the wealth—and knows 
how we can get it. 

Not as the Labour leaders say, by getting 
more money with less work. This won’t pro- 
duce more wealth. Notas the Social Crediter 
John Blackmore, M.P., says, by simply issu- 
ing more money credits. The answer lies in 
more work, more production. 

An increase in our industrial work week 
now from 40 hours a week to 48 would in- 
crease production, reduce prices, and enable 
workers to buy more civilian goods without 
the threat of increased inflation. As individ- 
uals, and as a nation are we prepared to roll 
up our sleeves and go to work? Or will we 
be rocked to sleep in the myth of higher 
wages and shorter hours? 


Oil vs Gas 


Decision handed down by the Supreme 
Court of Alberta late last week to the effect 
that natural gas and petroleum are distinctly 
different products will please many Albertans 
who might benefit from the judgment. 

These include an estimated 5,000 farmers 
holding about 2,000,000 acres of land. 

The court’s decision is certainly an un- 
precedented one—there has been nothing like 
it in Alberta legal history. 

The fact that Michael Borys, Leduc 
farmer, owns the natural gas on his land 
despite the fact oil.companies have leased 
mineral rights from the CPR, who retained 
the rights when the land was sold to Borys’ 
father, is bound to set off a chain of legal 
battles. 

Oil and gas are practically one and the 
same thing in that production of both are 
simultaneous in oi] development. 

Final outcome of the case will certainly 
be interesting, especially to the many thous- 
ne of Albertans.with a personal interest in 

e issue. 


Widows Outnumber 


Widowers 


Every census of Canada since Confeder- 
ation has shown a considerably greater num- 
ber of widows than widowers. The ratio has 
been somewhat more than two widows to 
every widower in each census year except 
1921 and 1931. Since 1941, the proportion 
appears to have continued to increase and the 
Ninth Decennial Census, to be taken in June 
this year, will probably show a substantial 
rise in the last ten years. 

One reason for the excess of widows over 
widowers is that the expectancy of life of 
females is greater than that of males. At 
birth it is 69 years as compared to 65 for the 
male child. Secondly, it is customary for the 
husband’s age to exceed the age of his wife. 
In 1941, wives of men in the age group 35-64 
were, on the average, four years younger 
than their husbands, and in the age group 65 
and over, six years younger. It would thus 
be expected that the death of the husband 
would occur earlier than of the wife. A third 
reason is that a higher percentage of widow- 
ers than of widows remarry. In 1947, for 
example, 3.6 per cent of the estimated num 
ber of widowers remarried, and only 1.5 per 
cent of the widows.

She’s Adopted?

If you were to adopt a baby, would you tell 
her she’s adopted? If so, how would you tell her? 
Would you ever, at any time, make your foster 
child believe that she is a flesh and blood offspring? 


TRAGEDY AT SIXTEEN 


There was the case of the baby whose parents 
took every precaution to keep 
from her, as she grew, the truth 
of her entrance to the family. 
Mary was a happy baby, and 
grew into happy childhood. She 
was never told by her parents 
that she was adopted, and was 
led to believe she was just like 
any other child to her parents. 

Then one day it happened. At 
16 Mary attended her first eve- 
ning school party and some in- 
considerate friend hinted the 
truth. She was panic-stricken 
and rushed home to confide in her parents. They 
were shocked because they believed their secret was 
wll kept. But the truth was out and in desperation 
they relayed to the daughter they loved the story 
of her adoption. 

Mary’s first thoughts were of resentment for 
her foster parents, and then of a wild desire to 
seek and find her natural mother. Needless to say 
the happy family fellowship was broken on three 
sides and resulted in human tragedy. 


KNOWLEDGE AT SIX MONTHS 

Then there was the story of the John Smiths. 
They had waited five years for a child of their 
own. The adoption agency handled the transfer 
of Jeannie without either the mother or foster 
parents even knowing of the other. Jeanie was 
four and a half months old when she came into 
the Smith household and from the start she knew 
she was adpoted. 

How could a six-months-old baby know what 
adoption meant? Well, she couldn’t. But she heard 
the word frequently when she learned to speak the 


first few words of babyhood and time and again her 


mother and father told, her how she cameinto their 
family. The story, as/familiar as the three bears 


and Jack and the bean stock went something like 
this: 

“Jeannie, we want to tell you a beautiful story. 
Once upon a time Daddie and Mummie had no little 
baby girl, and they wanted one. So they asked God 
to send them one and they told the Doctor to pick 
out the best baby he could find in the hospital. 

“One day the doctor phoned up and said ‘I have 
a very pretty baby here that I think you'd like 
very much. Will you come and see it?’ So we both 
went over to see this beautiful baby and imagine 
our surprise, Jeannie, when it turned out to be you. 
Of course, we fell in love with you right away and 
brought you home to stay with us. So that’s how 
we adopted you, Jeannie dear.” 

Jeannie is now 12 years old and there is per- 
fect. understanding between her and her parents 
and baby sister. Yes—the Stork must have been 
aroused by the competition of the Adoption Board, 
because he produced baby Delilah within two years. 

Perhaps you've already got a first class worry 
on your hands because you've never told Mary 
she’s adopted, A cute little girl, now eight, she 
trusts you as her parents, You must tell her the 
truth. Here’s one way to do it: : 

After dinner, draw Mary down upon the arm 
of your easy chair. Then continue as follows: 

“Mary, I want to tell you a beautiful story. It is 
true, too! 

“About 10 years ago I met a lovely young 
woman. She was so attractive, I fell in love with her. 
It was your mother. E 

“Luckily, she also fell in love with me. So I 
picked her for my wife and she picked me for her 
husband. 

“But we had been total strangers up till then. 
We were not of any blood kinship at all. 

“However, I feel closer to your mother than I 
do to Aunt Sue and Uncle Harry, who are my 
sister and brother—my blood relatives. 

“Well, a couple of years passed. Mother and I 
were very happy except for one thing. We wanted 
a little girl. So we began looking around and 
found you. We fell in love with you at once and 
picked you to be our daughter. 

“You and Mother and I are not of any blood 
kinship to each other, 

“No, we are bound together by a far stronger 
bond than blood relationship, for we are linked by 
love and affection, 

“We stick together because we want to do so, 
for we love each other and have chosen each other.

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Southern Alberta Farmers Await Benefits 
From Huge St. Mary River Dam Project 


(By British United Press) 

Southern Alberta dust’ bowl farmers are waiting im- 
patiently for the finishing touches to be put on the St. Mary 
River dam, the largest, earthen dam ever built in Canada.

Court Rules Oil, Gas 
Are Different Products 


The Supreme Court of Alberta 
Wednesday ruled that natural gas 
and petroleum are distinctly dif- 
ferent products. 

The judgement is of great im- 
portance in Alberta where unpre- 
cedented development of petrole- 
um and natural'gas is going on 
hand-in-hand. 


George H. Steer of Edmonton, 
counsel for the plaintiff who al- 
leged that petroleum and natural 
gas were different, said “The case 
will have a bearing on a great 
deal of land in the province which 
was bought without reservations 
against it in the early days” 

But a high Government official 
said the case will have little bear- 
ing. 

The official, H. H. Somerville, 
Assistant Deputy Minister of 
Mines and Minerals, said the Al- 
berta Government holds title to 90 
per cent of all the mineral rights 
outside of Dominion parks in the 
province. He said these mineral 
rights cover both petroleum and 
natural gas. 

The judgment. said that 
Michael Borys, a farmer, owns the 
natural gas within, upon and under 
his quarter section of land in the 
heart of the rich portion of the 
Leduc oilfield, 21 miles south of 
Edmonton. 


CPR SOLD LAND 

Defendants were the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, which sold the 
land to Bory’s, father, and Imperi- 
al Oil Limited, lessee of the pe- 
troleum rights to the land which 


the CPR reserved for itself when 
the sale was made. 


“SMALL PORTION” AFFECTED 


The judgment will concern 
“only a small portion of the re- 
maining 10 per cent of mineral 
rights,” Mr. Somerville said. The 
Government has taken over the 
mineral rights on some of this 10 
per cent for tax forfeiture under 
the Mineral Taxation Act of 1941. 

Another Government source said 
more than 5,000 Alberta farmers 
holding about 2,000,000 acres of 
land might . benefit from the 
judgment if it help up. The num- 
ber located in oil or potential oil 
areas was unknown.
